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This edition of the Souvenir Card Journal is almost solely devoted to an updating listing of souvenir cards discovered 
and reported since the original listing was compiled, and then published as Volume 8 of the Souvenir Card Journal in 
1989. Our thanks go to you for all you have done for our society in reporting your finds. 


Many, many more items are out there! If you find something you believe should be reported, please let us know. 
However, apart from a verbal description, it is almost imperative that a photocopy (at a minimum) be provided, too. 
Better yet would be an original - and you WILL get it back! 


There are errors and discrepancies in this listing. We know it. Some we have semi-resolved, some are yet a minor 
problem. Those that remain cannot be remedied without intrusion into parts of the original edition. They can only be 
corrected by melding the two issues together, correcting or amending as the "Second Edition". Sometime in the future 
this may yet happen; my personal preference is that it does happen. However this will not be for a few years yet. 










Any errors that are currently extant are, | believe, of no great concern to the general collector. All basic data is thought 


to be correct; some quoted figures (amount sold, etc.) may appear inconsistent with what appears in the tables at the 
back of the 1988 edition of the Journal.

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CURRENT, OR IMMEDIATE-FUTURE, OFFERINGS OF INTAGLIO PRINTED SOUVENIR CARDS 


For those of you who have received shipments from the Bureau lately, you have found, also, a re-order form in 
the mailer with a Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania address on it. This is of the Mellon bank which is acting as a 
fulfillment center for the Bureau; the operation is relatively new. 


In paragraph 5 of this column in the Spring edition of the SCJ, | mentioned that mailing costs for Bureau-sold 
items might rise due to the recent upward change in USPS postage charges. As of 15 July and a phone call to 
External Affairs at BEP, mailing costs have not changed. 


The Bureau has issued a small portrait vignette card of President Bush ("Item 40” - SCCS "PV 40") priced at $4 
from the Visitor Center; $4.50 by mail. Also, in early July, they issued the 1991-1992 Duck Stamp card. The 
"duck stamp” illustration features a pair of King Eiders in their natural habitat. The stamp was created by 
Nancy Howe (first woman to win the Federal Duck Stamp Contest); Bureau Designer/Modeler Peter Cocci and 
Picture Engraver Gary Chaconas were also involved in the work to produce the stamp and card. This is Item 
4271, the cost is $22.50 and postage is included in the price quoted. 


For the 100th Anniversary Convention of the ANA in Chicago, 13-18 August 1991, the BEP offered two cards 
for sale. One is a regular souvenir card in the same format as the four most recently previous "Democracy's 
Ideals" cards, with the currency note featuring James Madison. This card will be Item 91018 and will cost 
$5.50 mint (if by mail, it will be Item 91019 and cost $5.75). 


The intaglio print will be in the same format as that released at FUN (Florida), 1991. Engravings of the Dome 
of the Capital and the statue of "Freedom” atop same have been used to create a card of visual pleasure 
sharing a large format “Freedom” to the left of the card and centered, the dome fronting a large cloud from 
which bursts the rays of the sun. This will be Item 41011 and as a limited edition print purchases will be 
restricted to five per person. Cost for Item 41011 will be $22.50; this card is not available from the visitor 
center postally cancelled. 


Then, for STAMPSHOW 'SO in Philadelphia, 22-25 August, the Bureau had a philatelically themed card for sale. 
This is Item 91020 and will cost $5.50 mint and $5.75 postally cancelled, using Item number 91021 when 
ordering. 


To order from the Bureau, you are welcome to use a personal check, money order, or credit card (VISA or 
Master Card). If using a credit card please provide all upraised information on the card. Also, if a previous 
customer of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, they would appreciate your using your customer number, if 
known. For information on products available for sale from the Bureau you are invited to call (202) 447-0193. 


Ellis Island has issued an intaglio-printed commemorative sheet entitled "Official Ellis Island Visitor Certificate”. 
It is produced by Northern Bank Note Company of Chicago. Measuring 8x12" the sheet is encapsulated in a 
cellophane envelope. Text, titled "ELLIS ISLAND (in black)/1892-1992 (in blue)” provides a history of the 
Gateway to America that sits in upper New York Bay. Apart from the text there is a vignette of the physical 
plant, and a spread-winged eagle. The border wrapping around the text is in red intaglio. 


Cost is $3.99 on site. | have no address for acquisition by mail (perhaps friends in New York or New Jersey 
can acquire one for you); however, at the centennial celebration of the island in 1986 the post office used a 
cancel of "Statue of Liberty Station, Liberty Island, NY/NJ 10004”. 


American Bank Note Commemoratives issued cards for release at Memphis, at Chicago, and will be releasing 
more as the year progresses. 


Their 1991 Archive Series was printed in the amount of 1,000 sets; many sets have been sold but some sets 
yet remain for purchase. This is the fifth consecutive year they have been produced and in the annual offering 
are one dozen sheets of intaglio-printed vignettes from the vaults of the American Bank Note Company. This 
year the series is printed in a rich maroon color and covers the spectrum of vignettes from portraits of 
Presidents of the U.S. to the perennial favorite - the Iron Horse; ABNC vaults hold one of the biggest trove's of 
railroad images in existence. The Archive Series is available for $195.00 plus $9.75 postage and handling. 
Series Three and Four may be obtained from ABN Commemoratives but Series One and Two are only available 
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on the aftermarket, and at very high prices. 


At Memphis, “Commemoratives” offered a card featuring an obsolete $5 denominated note originally prepared 
for the Mayor's Office of the City of Memphis. Engraved by James Smillie, the note features a Mississippi dock 
scene and measures 8%x10%". Intaglio printed for the note and offset for the decorative design area. The 
card is $9 postpaid. 


Also at Memphis, a holographic card was made available by ABN Commemoratives. Combining the skills of the 
19th Century - engraving - and the 20th - holographic technology - the card features Lorenzo Hatch's engraving 
of "America", done about one hundred years ago. The holographic America is done in three dimensions and in 
full color. The background, done offset, is in two colors. This card costing $10, to include postage, was 
available at ANA in Chicago, and will be so at APS in Philadelphia and at BALPEX in Baltimore. 


At Chicago for the ANA, ABN Commemoratives provided a card celebrating the 100th Anniversary of the 
American Numismatic Association. The vignette is of a $3 note originally produced by American Bank Note 
Company for the Marine Bank of Chicago in 1864. The main feature of the note will be of an allegorical god, 
"Neptune", done for Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson, a predecessor of ABNC. This card will be on sale for 
$10. 


Also, and of great interest and appreciation by members of our Society, there was a souvenir card issued by 
American Bank Note Commemoratives celebrating the Tenth Anniversary of the Souvenir Card Collectors 
Society. 


Intaglio printed, the card features what is called a ten “Counter” - the term used to describe various devices 
used on bank notes to convey their denomination. An ornate Roman numeral ten (X) engraved for Toppan, 
Carpenter about 1857, was chosen for the vignette for two reasons - one because of its very ornate beauty 
and two, because it has been seldom seen by the collector. A lithographic enlargement of the counter fills the 
background. 


This note will sell for $9 postpaid but, if you are an SCCS member, you may purchase it for $8; please provide 
your membership number when buying by mail. 


The SCCS bought some of the Tenth Anniversary cards and affixed thematically linked stamps to them, and 
had them cancelled at the philatelic station at the convention. One Scott number used is 948, the sheetlet 
reproducing copies of our first two stamps. These were a 5¢ and 10¢ with the ~10° denominater in the form 
of an *X'. Cards will be $12 from Art Benjamin, 1585 E. 14th Street, Brooklyn, NY 11230. 


While at the ANA Centennial convention, you may have seen an engraver using his skills to create an intaglio 
die. Mr. Herman Ochs, a letter engraver with 50 years of authority behind him, and an employee of American 
Bank Note Company, was at the convention and could be seen practicing his art each day. ABNC provided 
intaglio printed samples to the visitor. 


And for the APS - American Philatelic Society - convention in Philadelphia, American Bank Note Company 
issued its first ever philatelic souvenir card. The convention opens on 22 August and closes on 25 August, 
ty98. 


The 8%x10%”" card features an engraving of "The Crossing", a country scene of a train crossing a small 
bridge. This scene became the central design for the $3 postage stamp issue of 1869. The engraving was 
done by James Smillie for the National Bank Note Company. This card is the first of four scheduled for 1991 
that uses the 1869 pictorial postage issue as the central theme. Scheduled for appearance in the future are the 
12¢ Steamship, the 15¢ Landing of Columbus, and the 24¢ Signing of the Declaration of Independence. These 
cards will be available at the show or through the mail for $9 each. 


American Bank Note Commemoratives has acquired various stock holograms from American Bank Note 
Holographics, Inc. These are available in either of two sets. For more information, write to ABN 
Commemoratives, or call them at (516) 549-0002. Their address is 7 High Street - Suite 412, Huntington, NY 
11743. For the convenience of persons ordering by phone a WATS number is available for your convenience: 
(800) 533-ABNC (or 533-2262). VISA and MasterCards are accepted. New York residents are requested to 


include appropriate sales tax. 
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At NAPEX in Arlington, Virginia, 31 May to 2 June, a card was issued jointly by the Washington Plate Printers 
Union and the SCCS. Commemorating the 200th Anniversary of the Adoption of the Bill of Rights, the 6x8" 
card featured an eagle on a rock holding a U.S. flag shield; at either side of the eagle were the dates "1791" 
and "1991". The vignette was originally engraved by the John A. Lowell BNC of Boston. A few of these 
cards, priced by mail at $4.50 each, are yet available. Write to Doug Holl at P.O. Box 234, Annandale, VA 
22003. A limit of one card per request, please. 


The International Association of Siderographers is celebrating their Forty-Second Biennial Convention in 
Washington, DC from 30 August to 1 September, 1991. To commemorate the occasion they are issuing an all- 
intaglio card printed by members of the Washington Plate Printers Union. 


The 8x10" card features an engraving of a pair of early Canadian and United States flags with a wreath of 
maple leaves locking the flag staffs together and with a globe of the world in the background. A second 
vignette features an engraving of Miss Liberty circled by letters saying UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, and 
bank note lathe work. Both vignettes were engraved in the early 1900's by the John A. Lowell Bank Note 
Company. 


500 cards were printed for the convention and they will cost $8 each, by mail and postpaid. Orders must be 
accompanied by check or money order payable to "Washington Siderographers”. Mail to: Siderographers, Post 
Office Box 2534, Montgomery Village, Gaithersburg, MD 20886. 


The Washington Plate Printers Union will be featured at the 29th Annual Convention of the Great Eastern 
Numismatic Association (GENA), in Cherry Hill, NJ 27-29 September 1991. Members of the Union will 
demonstrate the art of printing "live" on an old, hand-operated intaglio Spider press. The engraved impressions 
will be made available to persons in attendance at the convention by random drawing several times daily. Also, 
there will be a display of hand-engraved and intaglio printed artifacts produced by these Union craftsmen. 


A souvenir card will be offered also. Ten years ago at GENA the Currency Club of Chester County offered a 
green ink and a brown ink pair of souvenir cards in honor of their Tenth Anniversary. This year the Union has 
produced a card celebrating the 20th anniversary of the C.C.C.C. 


A total of 1500 cards will be available for sale; measuring 8x10" the card features a collection of vignettes. 
Some of them are the seal of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, streetcars, an old threshing machine and an 
Indian Chief. The Chief symbolizes the early Indian heritage of the area represented by the Leni-Lenape tribe - 
early settlers of the area.

INTRODUCTION TO THE BASIC VOLUME OF THE NUMBERING 
SYSTEM, AND TO THIS SUPPLEMENT 


This compilation contains the listings of all known forerunner and modern-day BEP, USPS, SO, Union, UNPA, 
ANA, APS, ASDA, overprinted, and error souvenir cards. It also includes a retail price guide for mint (meaning 
"as originally printed"), FDC, and CTO cards. The soft cover version of this catalogue is available for $27.50 
post paid from Dana Marr, P.O. Box 4155, Tulsa, OK 74159-0155. A total of 1400 soft cover copies were 
printed. 


In addition, a special collector's hard bound edition of the catalogue was prepared. It features a blue cloth hard 
cover with the SCCS logo printed on it in silver. The hard cover edition includes an engraved frontispiece card 
featuring an allegorical figure engraved by the John A. Lowell Bank Note Company. Also, two engraved 
American Bank Note Company cards are tipped in. The hard cover edition is available for $77.50 post paid 
from Curtis D. Radford, MD, 400 Ceape Ave., Oshkosh, WI 54901. Only 100 collector editions were 
prepared. 


Proceeds from the sales of these catalogues go to the SCCS treasury. Quantity discounts are available to 
dealers who order 10 or more copies. (However, only a very few dealers would be able to take advantage of 
this offer due to limited remaining stock.) 


Since the SCCS Numbering System was published in 1989, (as the entire issue of the Souvenir Card Journal for 
1988 - Volume Eight), a large number of newly issued and discovered cards have appeared. Therefore, the 
time for an update of our original volume is at hand. The following pages, then, contain the newly reported 
souvenir cards issued by the BEP, USPS, private security printers (any of the various private bank note 
companies - those mentioned in the following list of abbreviations), Union, UNPA, ANA, APS, and ASDA since 
the catalogue was published and up to the time this supplement was submitted to the editor. Additionally, 
newly discovered or reported forerunner cards and errors are listed. And, too, corrections to previous listings 
have been made. 


Further discoveries by SCCS members or other readers should be reported to the editor. !t would be 
appreciated if a photocopy of the card, along with dimensions and colors used, could be provided. 


A number of individuals have been involved in developing the SCCS Numbering System. Milton Friedberg has 
written up the descriptions of the modern day BEP, USPS, SO, and ANA cards and has continued to put our 
numbering system into his computer system. Others have contributed to certain sections of the numbering

FB 1881A ADMIRAL DAVID FARRAGUT STATUE UNVEILING. 

Held on 25 April, 1881 in Washington, D.C. consists of an invitation card featuring a vignette of Farragut along 
with a collage of flags, cannon, spears, anchors, etc. and with appropriate text in black intaglio. The card 
measures about 5%x7%". A total of 4,110 were printed. 


FB 1893C PRESIDENT GROVER CLEVELAND INAUGURATION of 1893. 

Souvenir program for the Inaugural "Order of Procession” printed in black intaglio on glossy white card stock. 
Front cover features a vignette of the Capitol along with a small eagle and text concerning the procession. The 
back cover features a vignette of the White House. The inside two pages have information on the procession. 
Folded it measures 53/8x7%". A total of 3,000 were printed. 


FB 1898A THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL BUILDING. 

A souvenir certificate issued to contributors to the future Memorial Building that was later erected in 
Washington, D.C. It features a portrait vignette of Washington with text concerning the Memorial Building in 
black intaglio on white parchment paper. Bureau records list them as having been printed from 1898 to 1901 
with a total of 2,550 printed for those years. However, one certificate was noted to have the number "7345" 
on it indicating more than 7,000 copies may have been printed. The certificate measures 3%x7%". 


FB 1902A PRESIDENT WILLIAM MCKINLEY MEMORIAL CARD of 1902. 

A souvenir card with black intaglio on sturdy white glossy paper. It features a large vignette of McKinley 
surrounded by vignettes of black-draped flags, the White House and Capitol. The card measures 6%x10" and 
3,300 were printed. (Allegedly, 1,300 engraved invitations and engraved admission cards were also printed by 
the BEP.) The admission card measures 3%2x5%" and also features a portrait of McKinley. 


FB 1904A LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION of 1904. 
Held from April 30th to December 1st of 1904 in St. Louis, Missouri. At least two souvenir cards were issued 
at this show. They were printed in black intaglio on white paper. 
(a) Card featuring a portrait of President Roosevelt, six U.S. flags, text concerning the exposition, and 
the Great Seal. 
(b) Card identical to FB 1904A(a) except that the "Hatch eagle” vignette is in place of the Roosevelt 
portrait. 
(c) Card with vignette of old BEP building with Washington Monument, spider press, and engravers 
tools surrounding it. 


FB 1905C PRESIDENT THEODORE ROOSEVELT INAUGURATION of 1905. 
A set of three souvenir cards issued as an invitation to the Inaugural Ceremonies. All three were printed in 
brown intaglio on cream card stock and measure 7x9". A total of 25,599 were printed. 

(a) Invitation card: Vignette of the Great Seal with appropriate text. 

(b) Portrait of President Roosevelt. 

(c) Portrait of Vice President Charles W. Fairbanks. 


FB 1905D PRESIDENT THEODORE ROOSEVELT INAUGURATION of 1905. 

A souvenir dance program for the Inaugural Ball with a BEP printed cover and sixteen pages of text inside. The 
front cover features the Great Seal, the back cover has "1905" in brown intaglio on cream card stock.

Like silver or gold certificates 
they were redeemable in silver or gold coin, but the form of the payment, silver coin or gold coin, was left to 
the discretion of the Secretary. The rapid redemption of the Treasury, or "Coin", notes almost bankrupted the 
Treasury by 1893." These souvenir cards were accompanied by a 33/4x7" heavy green paper card carrying the 
following message "The slight imperfections in the circular geometric lathe work on the right side of the note 
are due to low spots on the original die. They are not errors made during the printing process of this souvenir 
card.

Columbia was engraved by C. Burt in 1877 and 
the portrait of Marcy was engraved by Charles Schlecht in 1876. Original miscellaneous die 4038 was used to 
create this card. Silver embossed text at the upper right says; "1890's / An American Renaissance / Bureau of 
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Engraving and Printing". Just below in dark lavender offset printing is "ANA 1990 / SEATTLE, WASHINGTON / 
American Numismatic Association". The back of the card contains two paragraphs of text covering the above

The Bureau's American Renaissance theme is continued on this card printed on 8x10” white card stock. It 
features the 2¢ Trans-Mississippi postage stamp. The vignette of the copper-red stamp was based on a 
photograph, credited to F.L. Ellis, of a farming scene in North Dakota. R. Ostrander Smith designed the stamp, 
Marcus W. Baldwin engraved both the vignette and ornaments, and Douglas S. Ronaldson engraved the 
lettering and denomination. In its capacity as a government securities printer, the BEP produced proprietary and 
documentary stamps to finance the Spanish-American War. Ironically, this urgent requirement left a lasting 
impact on the Bureau. The issues for the Trans Mississippi Exposition of 1898 were supposed to have been 
produced in two colors. Due to the intervention of the Spanish-American War, this beautiful series of stamps 
was produced in a single color.

The U.S. Postal Service is 
pleased to issue this souvenir card to honor the PHILEXFRANCE 839 International Philatelic Exhibition.”

(ANA), AMERICAN STAMP DEALERS ASSOCIATION (ASDA), AND AMERICAN 
PHILATELIC ASSOCIATION (APS) SOUVENIR CARDS. 


ANA 1. DEDICATION OF THE ARTHUR BRADDEN COOLE ORIENTAL LIBRARY - JULY 10, 1983. 

The card is yellowish in color and printed in black ink by thermography. A Central Bank of China "10 Customs 
Gold Units” bank note (vertical format, Shanghai 1930 series) is affixed to the left side of the card. Text, on 
the right, describes China's ancient civilization about 1500 BC and leads into the beginning of the Communist 
era about 1949. Then, following, is a short summary relating to the Customs Gold Units. 


Heading the card is "AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION/Colorado Springs, Colorado”. A footer line reads 
as the title of the card and is centered between the circular ANA logo on the left and a Coole coat-of-arms on 
the right. QP: 500; OS: 500; POC: INA. 


ANA 2 MILITARY CURRENCY CARDS. 

These cards were printed all to the same format but were offered in (an unknown number of) variant types, 
each type different only because of the unit of World War II military currency emplaced in the top half of the 
card, at center. 


The tipped-in currency follows the header text on the card: "AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION/ 
Colorado Springs, Colorado." Following the currency is text in bold letters "IN CELEBRATION OF THE 40TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE D-DAY LANDINGS/and/WORLD WAR II: A LEGACY IN NUMISMATICS EXHIBIT 
OPENING.” Three further paragraphs appear relating the history of this military currency. (Note: This currency 
should not be confused with Military Payment Certificates - MPC - although it may be considered to have 
served the same basic purpose.) 


Main theme of the text is that the invading or advancing allied armies needed an acceptable medium of 
exchange with which to purchase supplies and services from the local populace. Such currency had to be in a 
form that it could not be used by the enemy if acquired by them. Therefore special currencies were printed in 
the monetary units of the countries through which the military was traveling and occupying. Currencies were 
printed for use in Austria, France, Germany, Italy and Japan. 


"A Legacy in Numismatics" was a unique numismatic tribute to the millions of military and civilian personnel 
who served in World War II. It was composed of posters, coins and military artifacts that related to the era. 


Four variant currency specimens known as being used are as follows. (Others were probably used but some 
surrencies were in very short supply when ANA attempted to acquire them so they used what was available to 
them, each currency in a limited amount.) 

(a) Italy: A 1-Lira note, Series 1943. 

(b) Italy: A 2-Lira note, Series 1943. 

(c) France: A 5-Franc note, Series 1944. 

(d) France: A 10-Franc note, Series 1944. 


At the bottom of the card is the phrase "June 6, 1984/copyright 1984 by the American Numismatic 
Association.” On the left and right are the encircled ANA logo's.

ANA 3 BERMUDA POST-CONVENTION ADVENTURE TOUR CARD. 

A souvenir card, in vertical format, having an outline drawing of the Island of Bermuda in the upper third. In 
the mid-third section, text tells of introduction of One Dollar coin that would eventually supplant the One Dollar 
note. A One Dollar note of Bermuda, series of May 1974, has been tipped-in to the lower third of the card.

ANA 4 PAPER MONEY EXTRAVAGANZA CONTINENTAL CURRENCY CARD. 

In celebration of the "Paper Money Extravaganza”, the American Numistatic Association offered this special 
souvenir facsimile of an uncut, unissued half-sheet of the famous Continental Currency of 1776. The paper, 
handmade and printed by Thomas Leech of Colorado Springs, incorporates the fibers and mica used in the 
original sheets as a deterrent to would-be counterfeiters. The upper half of the card has, intaglio imprinted in 
grey ink, reproductions of three of the "One-Sixth of One Dollar” Fugio Cent paper money issues of the 
Continental Congress. These three notes are followed in a lower grouping by reproductions of three notes 
illustrating the "One-Third of One Dollar” Fugio Cent notes. Text occupies the lower half of the card. 


Text Says: "PAPER MONEY EXTRAVAGANZA". Printed paper currencies have played an extraordinary role in 
the economic history of the United States. British refusal to provide for the coinage needs of the American 
colonists led to adoption of paper money as a necessary expedient and, when the Revolutionary War broke out, 
neccessity forced the new States and their Congress to finance the struggle by the same unwelcome means. 
By its very nature, paper currency has always been either a cause or effect of controversy. 


"Continental Currency” was issued from 1775 to 1779. Unfortunately, the government was never fully able to 
redeem the pledge which these notes represented, and the phrase "not worth a continental”, made as a 
derogatory remark, indicated the low esteem with which they came to be regarded. Today, uncut sheets of 
Continental Currency are quite rare, and all of the individual notes issued by the Continental Congress are of 
considerable historical interest. Benjamin Franklin designed their sun dial "Fugio” emblem, which also appeared 
on the "Continental Dollar" pattern coin of 1776 and the "Fugio Cent” of 1787 - the first official coin of the 
United States. Halt and Sellers, the firm which printed the notes, was the successor to Franklin's own printing 
business. Centered at the bottom of the card appears "AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION/Colorado 
Springs, October 30, 1985”, followed on the next line by the ANA logo and copyright line. Size of the heavy- 
stock paper is approximately 9x12"; it is of high rag-content laid stock, is deckle-edged and cream colored. 

OP: 1,000; OS: INA; POC: INA. 


ANA 5 PAPER MONEY EXTRAVAGANZA MING DYNASTY CARD. 

The face of the card is a reproduction of a Ming Dynasty Note. The back of the card is imprinted as follows: 
"A MING DYNASTY NOTE/THE EARLIEST EXISTING PAPER CURRENCY/COPY". Money made out of paper? 
The Western World could not believe or accept the report brought back from China by Marco Polo. Yet the 
medieval Chinese origins of paper currency are borne out by both documentary accounts and examples of the 
earliest surviving issue of the notes, dating from the reign of Emperor Hung-Wu (A.D. 1368-1398) - founder of 
the illustrious Ming Dynasty. In the celebration of the opening of the new international section in its "Paper 
Money Extravaganza” exhibit, the American Numismatic Association is pleased to present this precise facsimile 
of the world's oldest existing paper money. This note was printed by hand on hand made mulberry bark paper 
authentically recreated by Thomas Leech of Colorado Springs. The toned fiber pulp was formed on a bamboo 
screen, replicating the fourteenth century original. Exact imagery for the face of the note was obtained by 
photographic superimposition of high quality negatives from three specimens of the genuine Ming currency. 
Consequently this souvenir sheet conveys not only the color, texture, size and composition of the original 
notes, but also bears the identical imprints. Wood blocks were used for printing the original Hung-Wu notes. 
The coarse dark paper itself was obtained from the inner bark of mulberry trees (extensively cultivated in the 
Orient as the habitat for silkworms), and evidently colored with carbon. Vermillion seal stamps of the Imperial 
Ming Treasury Administration guaranteed the paper for monetary use. The top panel of the printed face of the 
notes bore a six-character title translating as "The Great Ming General Currency Precious Note”. Below this 
was a rectangular framework of dragons and arabesques surrounding the two smaller panels. The upper of 
these was divided into four parts: At the top, the characters for "One Kuan"; to the right and left, seal script 
characters reading "Great Ming Precious Note” and "generally current under heaven"; and between these, a 
pictorial representation of the value of "One Kuan” (1,000 copper "Cash" bundled as in ten strings of 100 coins 
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each). In the lower panel of the Hung-Wu notes appeared a proclamation which may be translated as follows: 
"The Board of Revenue, by petitioned imperial sanction, has printed the Great Ming Precious Notes to circulate 
and function as copper coinage. Counterfeiters will be beheaded. Whoever is an informer will receive two 
hundred and fifty silver Liang as a reward and also the entire property of the counterfeiter. Hung-Wu: year, 
month, day.” All the known specimens of the Hung-Wu One Kuan notes (thought to number something over 
one hundred) seem to be unissued "remainders," which never received their validating dates and administrator's 
signatures or seals. These rare Ming Dynasty treasures, and this souvenir facsimile definitely serve as 
trenchant mementos of civilization's ongoing struggle with the evils of economic inflation.” Robert W. Hoge,

On the next line appears a centered 
ANA logo followed by "Copyright 1986, American Numistatic Association." The card note is made of dark 
grey paper measuring approximately 91/8x14" over deckle-edges, and was printed in black ink.

ANA 6 BEEBE SCRIP CURRENCY CARD. 

Printed on yellowish-cream colored stock, text says: "AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION/Colorado 
Springs, Colorado” and "The Aubrey and Adeline Beebe Collection/of United States Paper Money." A 
reproduction of a piece of ANA "Collector Currency” is sited under this text, offset printed in brown ink. 


A paragraph of further text follows with theme of American economic history as illustrated by the 
comprehensive collection formed by the Beebe's. The collector currency scrip is a re-creation of similar notes 
printed for the ANA circa 1900. Centered at the bottom of the card is "AMERICAN NUMISMATIC 
ASSOCIATION/Colorado Springs, Colorado/June 26, 1988" followed on the next line by the ANA logo and 
copyright notice.

ANA 7 BEEBE SCRIP CURRENCY CARD. 

This card is much the same as ANA 6 save that it has no text, and measures 4x5%". Each unit was 
individually hand signed by Steve Taylor, the-then ANA President and was printed on yellowish-cream colored 
stock. The scrip note featured is exactly the same as that for ANA 6; text shows approximately one-quarter of 
the currency block, on either side, filled with multiple repetitions of the number "25". Center section text 
reads: "TWENTY-FIVE/AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION/COLLECTOR CURRENCY/TWENTY-FIVE 
CENTS/Acceptable at face value for money due to the ANA/HEATH PRESS/1888-1988/(signed) Stephen R. 
Taylor/PRESIDENT/TWENTY-FIVE". 


ANA 8 ANA "MILLION DOLLAR NICKEL". 
This souvenir card was issued in conjunction with the opening ceremonies of the ANA Summer Seminar of July 
9-16, 1989. 


An embossed reproduction of the 1913 "Liberty Head” nickel appears on the right hand side of the card. The 
card heading is "AMERICA'S MOST FAMOUS COIN". A paragraph of text is titled "The 1913 Liberty Head 
Nickel.” The text says: "The mysterious 1913 Liberty Head Nickel is perhaps the most famous and rare of 
American coins. The U.S. Mint once stated that no such coins were struck since the Liberty Head design 
ended in 1912. Yet in 1919 five nickels surfaced with workmanship to substantiate they were official mint 
products. One of these rarities was donated to the American Numismatic Association Money Museum for 
permanent public display. It is the single most valuable specimen in the ANA's collection. This souvenir card 
recognizes Aubrey and Adeline Bebee for their generous gift of this most famous of American coins. We also 
thank Superior Stamp and Coin Company, Inc. of Beverly Hills, California, for the use of their die to emboss the 
1913 Liberty Head Image.” OP: 600; QS: INA; POC: INA. 


ANAS ANA MUSEUM SOUVENIR SWEDISH "PLATE MONEY" CARD. 

This card was issued in conjunction with the opening ceremonies of the American Numismatic Association's 
Summer Conference on July 8, 1990. Issued by the Money Museum of the ANA, the card combines the "plate 
money” image of a One-half Dalar embossed in colored metallic foil in the actual size of 3%x33/4". Text says: 
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"ANA/American Numismatic Association” in the upper left corner with the actual-size embossment centered. In 
the lower right corner is an outline drawing of an old cannon and the bottom right center is a two-line text of 
"July 8, 1990/Colorado Springs, Colorado.” The balance of the text is split into vertical columns elaborating on 
the history and use of Swedish plate money. 


The first 200 cards sold were postally cancelled, using the U.S. 5¢ "Finland Independence” and the U.S. 20¢ 


"Treaty of Amenity and Commerce between the USA and Sweden.” The others were to be cancelled with the 
U.S. 25¢ "Bicentennial of the Supreme Court” stamp.
